THE BOOMERANG. 


WHAT THIS CRUDE WEAPON CAN 


ACTUALLY ACCOMPLISH. 


Han? of tbe Fables Told About It Ex- 


ploded—The Cockatoo Story Made Out of 
"Whole Cloth"—There I» Xo Occasion to 
Invent Stories About the Uncanny Thing. 
More has been written and less Is un- 


derstood of the boomerang than of almost 
any other weapon. It is generally known 
to be a flat stick of wood bent into a 
shape which suggests the combination 
of a V and a D, although with the ex- 
tremities spread apart until they are at 
right angles with each other. In point 
of fact, boomerangs are of almost every 
shape, from semi-circular to nearly 
straight, and seem to depend for their 
efficiency not so much upon the evident 
form as upon the curves which are 
shown upon their flat eides. If one takes 
a boomerang and looks along its sharp 
outer edge it is seen that this edge pre- 
sents a wavy appearance—a delicately 
adjusted sinuosity like the line of a long 
screw. This curve is not elaborately 
fashioned or smoothed into evenness; 
the hard wood of which the boomerang 
is usually made, being picked outwit! 
short blows from a sharpened flint held 
in the hand, almost always shows, in- 
deed, infinite irregularities. 


NO UNIFORM FLAN. 


What rule of construction the savage 


artificer follows even he himself would 
probably be unable to say. Yet he hai 
some definite plan in mind, no doubt, f o: 
while he chips and pecks away at thi 
wood he takes frequent squints along its 
edge to see how his curves are progress 
ing. I have never seen two boomerang 
that were just alike, but all are simila 
in their relations of curves along the fla 
side. The boomerang maker knows in 
stinctively just where his boomerang 
will go when he throws it, although h 
never seems to aim any two in the sam 
way. 


More lies have been told about the 


boomerang than can be well enumerated, 
and nearly every Australian traveler 
comes back with a fresh assortment. 
One hears of men who can so throw a 
boomerang that it kills an enemy behind 
a tree and then comes cheerfully flutter- 
ing back to its owner, who thereupon 
hurls it on a fresh mission of carnage. 
A flock of frightened cockatoos, speed- 
ing in intricate gyrations through air to 
escape the attack of natives who want a 
bird for dinner, are pursued at every 
turn by these erratic weapons, which 
strike them down a dozen each, and so 
return to the hand that cast them. Old 
wives' fables these, at which Australians 
laugh, knowing in the nature of things 
their falsity. 


In the first place the war boomerang 


Is not made for return, and is only 
slightly bent, so that it may go hopping 
and bounding along the earth like a hoop, 
and make capacious holes in the bodies 
of the adversary. These are of hard, 
heavy wood, and ugly things to be hit 
withal; but the return boomerang is 
•imply a plaything, or to be used in 
light hunting, and although it might give 
a man a painful rap, could not seriously 
injure him. As for the cockatoo story, 
it has this much of truth, that a native 
boomerang hurler, if he saw a flock fly- 
ing by him in a straight course, could so 
cast his weapon as to come upon them 
unawares at a given point in then* flight, 
ard, perhaps, knock one down—but his 
boomerang would drop, too, having no 
power of flight after it has struck any- 
tliing. 


WHAT IT WILL REALLY DO. 


The boomerang is sufficiently remark- 


able without being regarded in the light 
of a long bow, and drawn by every tour- 
ist iii the colonies. It is held perpen- 
dicularly and taken firmly in the hand 
by on* of its extremit'es, with the other 
pointed forward, and is hurled with a 
full arm and assisted by a run and swing 
Of the whole body. A slight turn of the 
wrist at the moment of discharge causes 
it to assume various erratic course 
Sometimes it will fly straightforward 
for 100 or even 200 yards, then rise 
sharply to a great height, lose its force, 
and flutter down to the ieet of the 
thrower. Again, it will rise in the air, 
swoop down with immense rapidity, and 
skim around in a great semi-circlo a few 
inches from the ground, rise once more 
and return to the spot whence it started 


It will also start off in a great swoop 


to the right, reverse it and turn to the 
left, skim around the thrower in a series 
of ever narrowing circles, and, finding 
their center, fall into it like an exhausted 
bird. There is something uncanny about 
the thing; its movements are so unex- 
pected and out of reason that it seems to 
be alive and to take a savage delight in 
strange shoots and dashes, which make 
the "new chum" (Australian equivalent 
for "tenderfoot") dodge every time it 
turns lest it should knock him on the 
head. 


The yarn about the Australian blacks 


always throwing the boomerang with 
their backs to the object they desire to 
hit is a piece of the same "whole cloth" 
as the cockatoo fabla and the lie about 
the missile returning to its owner after 
killing the gentleman behind the tree. 
An expert thrower can cause his boomer- 
ang to shoot behind him after a short 
preliminary excursion in front, and come 
very near a given object; but if he really 
wants to hit anything, either in hunting 
or war, he doesn't fool away his time 
with the return boomerang, but throws 
the heavy, nearly straight one, which 
goes direct to tho mark without any 
flourishes. Such is the boomerang—a 
two-formed utensil, with one shape used 
fox business, the other for sport.—Cor. 
Springfield (Mass.) Republican.

A Nervy Suicide. 


The suicide mania is making great rav- 


ages in the Austrian army. Shortly 
after the death of the crown prince an 
officer of tbe Prince of Wales' hussars 
blew his brains out. A few days ago the 
colonel of the Sixty-second regiment of 
the line shot himself in Hungary. But 
one of the most extraordinary cases of 
suicide on military record is now report- 
ed from Klausenberg. Lieut. Mangesius, 
one of the rr ost popular officcis of the 
garrison, proceeded on Saturday to the 
barracks, where his company v.as quar- 
tered, and was observed to be absent 
minded and depressed. He went into 
a room where a number of the new mag- 
azine rifles weie kept, and loaded one of 
them with a bullet 
He then called in 


two men. Addressing one of them he 
said: "Take this rifle and let us see if 
you can aim properly. Point at my left 
eye." The soldier had no idea tho wa- 
pon was loaded, and, obeying the words 
of command, "Make ready," "Present," 
"Fire," he discharged the rifle at a dis- 
tance of three yards into the officer's eye. 
The bullet went through his skull, anc 
death was, of course, instantaneous. He 
left a letter for his captain saying that 
the soldier who shot him was innocent 
—London Telegraph. 


Some Interesting Statistics. 


It is said that each year 15 people ou 


evefy 1,000 marry. Of each 1,000 men 
who marry 801 are bachelors and 13 
widowers, while of each 1,000 women 
only 98 hare been married before anc 
002 are spinsters. Twelve marriages ou 
of every 100 are second marriages. The 
average age at which men marry is 
about 27, whilo the average at which 
women marry is about 25 years. Out of 
every 1,000 persons 602 are unmarried, 
345 are married and 53 widowed. Over 
one-half of all the women between 15 
and 45 are unmarried. In all countries 
about 5 per cent, of marriages prove 
barren. Among the English nobility 19 
per cent, are childless. Married women 
live two years longer than single ones, 
although 1 hi 70 dies in childbirth. If 
the mother dies first the father survives 
9J years, but if the father dies first the 
survival of the mother is 11J years as an 
average. Two thousand four hundred 
and forty-one births occur in England 
daily, about 83 for each 1,000 inhab- 
itants. February is the month in which 
the greatest number of births occur, 
June the month in which occur tha few- 


i est. The average number of births for 


I each marriage is 4 83. In every 1,000 


births 10 are twins.—Pall Mall Gazette.

$2,153,Si2,H4; in fast, iu value not half aa 
much as gold, and yet we art oontmuall 
told that it ia the over-pi eduction of gol 
which has depressed silver and trough 
about the low price for silver bullion 
That this assertion is not based on facts 
proven by the statistics aforementioned 
We have been also told repeatedly that th 
coinage o! silver has decreased and tha 
this has produced a glut iu the marks! 
of the world. 


Lst us see. Since the discovery of gol 


in California to the 1st of January, 1889, 
period of 40 yeara, we find that the coin 
age* of the nations of the world include 
$5,445,073,438 in gold and $3,236.412,78 
In Bilver. If we consider that the pro 
duction of gold for the same period wa 
only $4,418,250,870 in gold, and $2,153 
842,114 in silver, a certain amonnt inns 
have been the re-coinage ot former coins 
This problem has occupied my attentio 
a great deal, and although I have spen 
tome money and a great deal of time 
gat at this sum total of re-coinage, I hav 
been able only to receive complete return 
for 1886 and 1837.

precious metals oi former years. But the 
most significant fact ramaius yet to be 
toid.

took a fresh start after the demonetization 
Of silver in 1873. Prior to that time for 
twenty years the average yearly coinage of 
silver was $71,066.724. What a contrast 
Of $161,932,468 in 1876, when we stopped 
the coinage of trade dollars, the other 
nations availed themselves of the decline 
in the price of silver bullion and coined 
over 161 millions worth of silver coins. 


If we consider that the United Stales 


have furnished during the past forty yeais 
$862,104,523 worth of silver bullion ami 
ouly coined during that period a little over 
450 million dollars worth of silver coins, 
the balance of 412 million dollars worth, 
other nations only too eagerly absorbed, 
and benefited by our stupidity, :f not 
something worse, have been enriching 
themselves at the expense of the American 
Bilver miners. 


Bow long shall this state of affairs last? 


Sorely the people of this country mast

An Important law. 


For the edification of landlords and oth- 


ers interested, the JOUBKAI. publishes be- 
low the law regulating houses of prostitu- 
tion, etc.: 


SECTION 1. It shall be unlawful tor any 


owner or agent of any owner, or any person 
to keep any home of ill-fame, or to let or 
rent to any person whomsoever, for any 
length of time whatever to be kept or nsed 
as a house of ill-fame, or reeort for any 
purposes of prostitution, any home, room 
or structure situated within four hundred 
yards of any school house or school room 
need by any public or common school in 
the State of Nevada. 


SBC. 2. It shall bo unlawful for any 


owner or agent of any owner, or ahy other 
person (o keep, let or rent for any length 
ot time, or at all, any boose fronting on 
the principal business street or thorough- 
fare of nny of the towns of this Slate, for 
the purpose of prostitntion or for the pur- 
pose of keeping any dance boose or boose 
commonly called b hardy house, or hoase 
where wine, beer or spirituous liquors are 
sold or served by females or female waiters 
or attendants, or where females are nsed 
br employed to attract or solicit eastern, 
nor shall any entrance or exit way to any 
house referred to in this section bo in ad a 
or m^'.: from the principal business street 
or vLc'i. nghfare of any of the towns of this 
State. 
' 


SEC. 3. Any person violating the pro- 


visions of Sections one and two of tnia Act 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction shall be fined not less 
than twenty-five dollars nor more than 
three hundred dollars, or be imprisoned in 
the county jail not less than five nor more 
than sixty days, or by both such fine and 
iatprisoment in the discretion of tbe court. 


Sic. 5. In the trial of all oases arising 


under the provisions of this Act, evidence 
of general reputation shall be deemed com- 
petent evidence as to the question of the 
ill-fame of any house alleged to bo BO kept, 
and to tbe question of the ill-fame of each 
woman. 


SEC. 6. It shall be the duty of the Dis- 


trict Attorney and Sheriff of each county 
in this State to see that the provisions of 
this Act ate strictly enforced and carried 
into effect, nud upon neglecting so to do 
ti. >•, or either of them, ahull bs deemed 
guuty of misdemeanor in office, and may 
be proceeded against- as provided in Sec- 
tions 6iity-three to seventy-two, inclusive 
of an Act entitled "An Act relating to elec- 
tions," appoved March twelvth, eighteen 
hundred and seventy-three. 


SEO. 7. This Act shall lake effect and 


be in force from and after the first day of 
May, eighteen hundred and eighty-seven.

Irrigation Taking Shape. 


The Enterprise bus this upon tho main 


question: 


It is now stated that Secretary Noble has 


approved the plan of operation for coutia 
ning the irrigation survey of arid lands 
proposed by Major J. W. Powell, Director 
ot the Geographical Sarvey, which was be- 
gan in 1888 under tbe authority of Con- 
gress. 
The continuation is proposed pnwnant 


to the terms of on Act of March 3, 1889, 
which appropriated $250,000 for the work. 
Major Powell recommends that the work 
ba prosecuted in Montana, Colorado, New 
Mexico, Idaho, Nevada and Calitornia. 
These are to be operated ai one division. 


The area to be surveyed in California will 


comprise the unmapped portions oi the 
diaiuago basins ot the Yuba, American, 
Consuiunes, 
Mokelomne, 
S.uuislane, 


Truokee and the Carson rivers. 
Abont 


300 square miles in Nevada and about 
4,000 square mites of the basins o! the 
Trucked and Carson rivers are also in- 
cluded. 


That which is now of paramount impor- 


tance to the people of tbe Pacific Coast is 
the manner ia which the needed works 
will be constructed. 
The Wright Act, of 


California, which authorized the creation 
of irrigation districts in each separate 
watershed—which gave each district the 
right lo make rules uud regulations lor the 
distribution of water, and to borrow money 
for the construction of reservoirs, canaln 
and ditches—was at one time thought to 
t>e just what was wanted, but it proves in 
practice to ba of little use. 
No money 


:ould be borrowed, and, after all, tbe con- 
struction of the requirsd works hud to be 
borne by individuals in each neighbor- 
hood. Besides, there is no system about 
it—nothing general throughout the State— 
each neighborhood works in iU own way, 
therefore the Californians are back to the 
point whence they started. 


It is plain that a perfect and comprthsn- 


sive system of irrigation works should be 
constructed by toe Government, as has 
oecn done by France ID Algeria und England 
in India. 
Surveys will be of little GSO if 


the Government shall go uo further. 
A« 


Congress has power lo moke appropriations 
:o river and harbor improvements, so 
:ppiopriations may also be made for tbn 
eclamatiou of arid lands. Up to 188G the 
app;o irictions for the improvement of 
rive.J and harbors amounted to $126,579,- 
341, and some of the so-called rivers turned 
ont to be mere creaks, utteily useless for 
the purpose of navigation. 


Wherever Government irrigation works 


were constructed there woald ba seen a 
grand rush ior the lands commanded by 
the reservoirs and canals, and the money 
expended woald soon be returned, wh»rea» 
or the money expanded for river and har- 
bor improvements no return haa ever been 
made. It is (o be hoped that there will 
BOW be no halting in the great work.

days issus letters of instructions to the 
various parties in the field,
